Socialist Hollande ousts 
Sarkozy in French vote 



Culturalization of Citizenship 
Conference begins today 



PARIS (AFP) - Francois Hol¬ 
lande was elected France’s first 
Socialist president in nearly 
two decades yesterday, dealing 
a humiliating defeat to incum¬ 
bent Nicolas Sarkozy and 
shaking up European politics. 

The result will have major 
implications for Europe as it 
struggles to emerge from a fi¬ 
nancial crisis and for France, 
the eurozone’s second-largest 
economy and a nuclear-armed 
permanent member of the UN 
Security Council. 

Hollande won the vote with 
about 52 percent, according to 
several estimates from polling 
firms based on ballot samples, 
becoming France’s first Social¬ 
ist president since Francois 
Mitterrand left office in 1995. 

Sarkozy quickly conceded 
defeat and signalled that he in¬ 
tends to step back from front¬ 
line politics. 

’’The French people have 
made their choice... Francois 


Hollande is president of France 
and he must be respected,” the 
outgoing leader told an emo¬ 
tional crowd of supporters, 
adding that he had wished his 
successor well. 

”In this new era, I will re¬ 
main one of you, but my place 
will no longer be the same. My 
engagement with the life of my 
country will now be different, 
but time will never strain the 
bonds between us,” he told 
supporters. 

Sarkozy stopped short of 
confirming his retirement, but 
leaders in his right-wing UMP 
party told AFP that he had told 
them he would not lead them 
into June’s parliamentary elec¬ 
tions. 

The French vote coincides 
with an election in Greece, 
where exit polls showed the 
country’s two main parties suf¬ 
fering big losses for landing 
the country in its bleak eco¬ 
nomic state. 


During the first week of De¬ 
cember, 2011, Aruba hosted 
the inaugural Happy Com¬ 
munity Conference, a three- 
program dedicated to the 
concepts and mechanics of 
community-building. Aruba’s 
Prime Minister Mike Eman 
has expressed his belief that 
Communitarianism, and 
stimulating wide participa¬ 
tion in civic networks will 
generate the productivity and 
cooperation needed from all 
Arubans in the attainment of 
economic and social sustain¬ 
ability for the island. 

The next step in the 
process begins today at 3:30 
PM at the University of 
Aruba with the opening of 
the Culturalization of Citi¬ 
zenship Seminar-Compara¬ 
tive Perspectives, which is 
aimed at understanding and 
embracing all the various na¬ 
tionalities and ethnic groups 
of which the Aruban popula¬ 
tion is now comprised. Dean 
of the Faculty of Arts and 
Sciences (FAS) of the U of A, 
Dr. Paula Kibbelaar, in an¬ 
nouncing the upcoming sem¬ 
inar remarked that the subject 
needed to be addressed and 
elevated beyond casual con¬ 
versation, as it is a topic very 
much on the mind of most is¬ 
landers. This is also anNWO 
(Dutch Scientific Organiza¬ 
tion) research project con¬ 
ducted within the Kingdom 
of the Netherlands. The fin¬ 
dings of this research project 
will be presented during the 
day sessions of the confer¬ 
ence to the invited partici¬ 
pants, which will be 
conducted in “roundtable” 
workshop, fashion. 

The 2010 Census revealed 
that nearly 1/3 of Aruba’s 
permanent population, 
among those legally regis¬ 
tered, are not bom here. Cul¬ 
turalization of Citizenship is 
not only a concept of allow¬ 
ing the migrant population to 
live on the island, but instill¬ 
ing a sense of welcome, 
country and community that 


will tap into their desire to 
contribute and be involved, 
so to utilize what they bring 
to Amba to better insure its 
future prosperity, economi¬ 
cally and socially. 

Guest speakers include 
Professor Dr. Evelien 
Tonkens of the University of 
Amsterdam, who was a very 
well received presenter at the 
Happy Community Confer¬ 
ence in December, Professor 
Dr. Peter Geschiere, Roger 
Van Reekum, MA, and Dr. 
Francio Guadaloupe, also 
from the University of Ams¬ 
terdam, and Chris Huinder, 
MA, fi'om the Fomm Institute 
for Multicultural Affairs, 
Utrecht. 

Local presenters during the 
two-day conference ending 
tomorrow evening are Profes¬ 


sor Dr. Ryan Peterson of the U 
of A, Benny Sevinger, Minis¬ 
ter of Integration, Infrastmc- 
ture and Environment, Drs. 
Martijn Balkstein, Acting Di¬ 
rector of the Central Bureau of 
Statistics, Dr. Luc Alofs, 
anthropologist and historian, 
and Amba’s Prime Minister, 
Mike Eman. University of 
Amba Rector Glenn Thode 
expressed the faculty’s enthu¬ 
siasm for being a part of this 
cooperative effort and its 
goals for the island commu¬ 
nity. 

The day time sessions are 
by invitation only, but organi¬ 
zers encourage all interested 
parties to attend a final public 
event beginning tomorrow at 
7:00 PM in university’s main 
auditorium.

its members planned to stage a 
coup in 2010. 

On Friday, Prime Minister 
Gerrit Schotte announced that 
all secret service staff had been 
sent home but would remain 
on stand-by. A crisis team is to 
investigate the Caribbean is¬ 
land’s secret service, the VDC, 
with the help of the Dutch in¬ 
telligence service, the AIVD, 
the prime minister said. 

Mr Schotte stressed that the 
VDC was not being placed 
under AIVD supervision. The 
Dutch service confirmed it 
would only provide “profes¬ 
sional assistance.” 


Since the island govern¬ 
ment’s installation two years 
ago, the secret service has been 
rocked by a number of scan¬ 
dals. Secret documents were 
leaked to the media in one case. 
In another, it emerged that in 
2010 there had been plans to 
destroy certain dossiers. 

The prime minister accused 
the opposition of orchestrating 
the coup plot but he refused to 
mention any names. He urged 
the parliamentary parties to 
order a parliamentary inquiry. 

Curagao has been a separate 
country within the Kingdom of 
the Netherlands since 2010.

Ultimate Automobiles introduces 

the 2012 Suzuki Swift Sport 



At first glance, it looks like 
not much has changed with 
Suzuki’s Swift Sport. It’s still 
powered by a naturally-aspi¬ 
rated 1.6 litre engine, still 
front-wheel-drive only and 
still dressed in a retina-sea- 
ring yellow. 

But delve a little deeper, 
and the changes become 
more apparent - and more 
significant. 

That 1.6 liter petrol four- 
pot is a new design, and pro¬ 
duces lOOkW and 160Nm - 
8kW and 12Nm more than 
the old motor. 

It doesn’t sound like 


much, but the new ZC32S 
Swift Sport is also 30kg 
lighter than the car it re¬ 
places. That boosts its power- 
to-weight ratio from 
11.8kg/kWto 10.6kg/kW-a 
respectable improvement. 

The outgoing car’s five- 
speed manual has also been 
replaced with a six-speed, 
and, for the first time ever, 
the Swift Sport is also avail¬ 
able with an automatic - a 
CVT with seven ‘virtual’ ra¬ 
tios and paddle shifters. 

There’s also an enhanced 
standard equipment list, not 
to mention greatly improved 


interior quality. 

The dashboard, door cards 
and headliner are shared with 
the Swift GLX, but the Sport 
gets its own unique instru¬ 
ment cluster, alloy pedals, 
red-stitched leather steering 
wheel and heavily-bolstered 
front sports seats. 

The Swift Sport is specced 
quite well, and comes stan¬ 
dard with a proximity key, 
push-button starter, HID 
headlamps, foglamps, cruise 
control, Bluetooth, climate 
control, a six-speaker audio 
system with a USB input and 
iPod integration, and a trip 
computer. 

In order to save weight, 
the space saver spare wheel 
of the regular Swift has been 
swapped for an inflator kit. 
The Drive 

The new M16A engine 
might be small, but it’s got a 
rev-happy personality and a 
reasonably strong mid range. 

It features variable valve¬ 
timing and a variable-length 
inlet manifold, and the func¬ 
tion of both is to fatten the 
torque curve without com¬ 
promising top-end power. 

They definitely work; the 


Sport picks up cleanly from 
low rpm and sings all the way 
to a TOOOrpm redline. You 
can feel the effect of the vari¬ 
able-length manifold be¬ 
tween 4000 and 4500rpm, 
but aside from that little 
‘step’ the power delivery is 
very linear. 

The six-speed gearbox has 
closely-spaced ratios to help 
make the most of the engine’s 


lOOkW and 160Nm, and the 
clutch is light and the shifter- 
throw not too long.

Biden: US ready to expedite Chinese 


activist's visa 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States will grant Chi¬ 
nese activist Chen Guang- 
cheng a visa as soon as he 
applies for one, and expects 
Beijing to stand by its pro¬ 
mises, Vice President Joe 
Biden said Sunday.

"We’re prepared to give a 
visa right away. He’s going to 
be able to take his family. We 
expect the Chinese to stick to 
that commitment," Biden said. 

Chen is at the center of a 
major diplomatic wrangle be¬ 
tween China and the United 
States after he escaped harsh 
house arrest in the eastern 
province of Shandong late last 
month and sought refuge at the 
US embassy in Beijing. 

He has been offered the fel¬ 
lowship but injuries sustained 
during his flight and official 
restrictions on access to him 


have prevented him from com¬ 
pleting the necessary formali¬ 
ties to leave. 

Chen yesterday appealed 
for official help to leave China, 
saying he was effectively 
blocked in his hospital bed in 
Beijing. 

"Now I have notified the 
hospital to invite them (gov¬ 
ernment officials) to help me 
do the procedures. I really 
don’t have a way," he told AFP 
in a telephone interview. 

"It’s even difficult for me to 
get out of bed and my other 
friends cannot come, so I have 
no way. They (US diplomats) 
have come, but they can’t see 
me." 

The delicate diplomatic 
standoff over Chen’s move to 
seek sanctuary in the US em¬ 
bassy in Beijing and his later 
request to leave China, became 
fodder on the presidential cam¬ 
paign trail. 

The president’s presumed 
White House rival, Mitt Rom¬ 
ney suggested in a sharp cri¬ 


tique last week that the admin¬ 
istration had mishandled the 
Chen affair by allowing the 
dissident to leave the embassy 
before it was completely clear 
that he and his family faced no 
threat of retaliation and truly 
wanted to stay in China. 

"This is a dark day for free¬ 
dom and it’s a day of shame for 
the Obama administration. We 
are a place of freedom, here 
and around the world, and we 
should stand up and defend 
freedom wherever it is under 
attack," Romney said last 
week. 

But speaking on ABC tele¬ 
vision Sunday, President 
Barack Obama’s campaign 
strategist David Axelrod dis¬ 
missed the criticism, saying 
"we want to help Mr Chen 
achieve his goal, which is to 
come here, and we want to do 
it in accordance with our va¬ 
lues, and we want to be suc¬ 
cessful in doing that. And 
we’re making some progress in 
that regard," Axelrod said.

"I think we may run as a 
team," Biden teased in an in¬ 
terview on NBC television to 
discuss his political future as 
President Barack Obama’s 
right hand man in the White 
House, during the campaign 
leading to November’s presi¬ 
dential election, and beyond. 

"I’m only joking obviously. 
I don’t know. I don’t know 
whether I’m going to run and 
Hillary doesn’t know whether 
she’s going to run," the Demo¬ 


crat stressed. 

So far Clinton, who ran a 
tight campaign against Obama 
in 2008 in a failed bid to win 
the Democratic Party nomina¬ 
tion, has so far strenuously 
ruled out making any further 
bid for the White House. 

What he can declare with 
100 percent certainty, Biden 
said, is that he will be Obama’s 
2012 running mate, despite 
speculation the president 
would try to strengthen the 
ticket’s appeal by choosing 
Clinton instead. 

"There is no question about 
it. There’s no way out. They’ve 
already printed Obama-Biden 
(campaign posters)" he said. 
"You are looking at the vice 
presidential candidate of the 
United States of America."

Tornado kills teenager in Japan 



Manila (AFP) - Philippine 
President Benigno Aquino 
promised yesterday security 
forces would arrest the culprits 
behind a grenade attack that 
left two people dead and at 
least 19 others hurt in the trou¬ 
bled south. 

Aquino sought to allay pub¬ 
lic fears after the blast in a 
popular restaurant district in 
Iligan city on Saturday. 

"If you are listening right 
now, it’s better that you surren¬ 
der now because we will not 
stop pursuing you and we will 
catch you," Aquino told re¬ 
porters in a message to the at¬ 
tackers. 

Aquino said a grenade was 
used in the attack and the man 


KATHMANDU (AFP) - Res¬ 
cuers scouring Nepal’s central 
Annapurna region after severe 
flash flooding said yesterday 
that there was almost no hope 
of finding survivors and that 
the final death toll could be 
more than 60.

"A 14-year-old male died" 
as a result of the tornado, said 
a spokesman at the disaster 
headquarters of Tsukuba city 
in Ibaraki prefecture, roughly 
60 kilometres (37 miles) north¬ 
east of Tokyo. 

The exact cause of the 
death was not immediately 
clear, but he was among 15 
people whom rescue workers 
rushed to hospitals immedi¬ 
ately after the twister, the city 
government said. 

It added that 21 other peo¬ 
ple also sought medical care 
for tornado-related injuries in 
the city, and said it had asked 
Self Defense Force troops to 
help with rescue and relief op¬ 
erations. 

"The figure is only a tempo¬ 
rary tally. We believe the num¬ 
ber for injuries could rise," the 
spokesman said. 

The Tsukuba fire and emer¬ 
gency bureau said 30 to 50 
houses were destroyed by the 
tornado, with many more dam¬ 
aged.

Fertility treatment babies prone to serious defects 



PARIS (AFP) - Children con¬ 
ceived with the aid of fertility 
treatments are more likely to 
be bom with serious physical 
defects, according an Aus¬ 
tralian study published re¬ 
cently. 

Conception using treat¬ 
ments like ovulation induc¬ 
tion, in-vitro fertilisation or 
the injection of sperm di¬ 
rectly into an egg, resulted in 
serious defects in 8.3 percent 
of cases studied, the research 
team said. 

The corresponding ratio in 
spontaneous conceptions was 
5.8 percent — a "very" signif¬ 
icant difference, lead re¬ 
searcher Michael Davies told 
AFP of the University of 
Adelaide study published in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

"Something that is not 
often talked about in the 
clinic, I suspect, is the risk of 
having an abnormal baby. 
And so this emphasises this is 
something that must be 
talked about between patients 
and clinicians. 

"They must discuss the 
risk for this when choosing 
the treatment." 

Davies, from the univer¬ 
sity's Robinson Institute for 
fertility, said the research had 
focused on serious defects, 
"things that either require 
treatment or if there is no 
treatment they are going to be 
considered handicapping", 
like a heart condition or cere¬ 
bral palsy. 

The study covered 308,974 
births registered in South Aus¬ 
tralia between January 1986 
and December 2002, of which 
6,163 had resulted from as¬ 
sisted conception. 

"I don't think there is any 
reason it wouldn't be applica¬ 
ble to the majority of clinics 
around the world," said 


Davies, calling for 
further research. 

More than 3.7 
million babies are 
born every year as 
a result of fertility 
treatment. 

The survey, 
which researchers 
said was the most 
comprehensive of its kind 
yet, found that not all treat¬ 
ments were equally risky. 

The scientists noted birth 
defects in 7.2 percent of chil¬ 
dren bom from in-vitro fertil¬ 
isation (IVF) and 9.9 percent 
from intracytoplasmic sperm 
injection (ICSI). 

For IVF, the percentage 
dropped significantly when 
taking into consideration fac¬ 
tors like parental age, smok¬ 
ing and other factors, but for 
ICSI it remained high. 

ICSI, in which a sperm 
cell is injected directly into 
an egg, is a form of IVF —

Davies said there were 
several theories on why ICSI 
was more risky — possibly in¬ 
volving the use of damaged 
sperm or damage caused by 
manipulation of the sperm 
and egg in the lab. 

With IVF, the sperm en¬ 
tered the egg of its own ac¬ 
cord. 

"There are factors associ¬ 
ated with ICSI that require 
further research," he said. 

The researchers also 
found a tripling of risk in 
women using clomiphene cit¬ 
rate, a dmg for ovulation in¬ 
duction. 

"While confined to a small 
group in our study, this is of 
particular concern as 
clomiphene citrate is now 
very widely available at low 
cost," said Davies. 


Under the World Trade Or¬ 
ganization's TRIPS Agree¬ 
ment, which governs trade 
and intellectual property mles, 
compulsory licences are a 
legally recognised means to 
overcome barriers in access¬ 
ing affordable medicines. 

The Indian ruling in 
March marked the first time 
a so-called "compulsory li¬ 
cence" for production of a 
patented dmg had been 
granted in the country of 1.2 
billion, known as a global 
generics dmg powerhouse. 

But after a new patent law 
was introduced in 2005, 
newer medicines are increas¬ 
ingly being patented in India, 
keeping prices high. 

Under the mling, Natco 
will pay Bayer a six percent 
royalty on sales of the dmg 
and sell the medicine for 
8,800 mpees ($165) a month 
— compared to the 280,000 
mpees ($5,320) the company 
charges, which is more than 
30 times as much.

Aussie, 97, becomes ’world’s oldest graduate’ 



SYDNEY (AFP) - A 97-year- 
old retired Australian dentist 
was to receive his masters de¬ 
gree in clinical science on 
Friday in what Southern 
Cross University said could 
make him the world's oldest 
new graduate. 

Allan Stewart, born on 
March 7, 1915, is already the 
holder of the Guinness World 
Records title for being the 
oldest graduate after com¬ 
pleting a law degree in 2006 
at the age of 91. 

It was not immediately 
clear whether anyone older 
had graduated since. 


"I think I can hang up my 
mortar board and academic 
robes after this one — al¬ 
though I said that after my 
last degree and then I got 
bored," said Stewart, from 
Port Stephens, north of Syd¬ 
ney, ahead of his graduation 
ceremony. 

"I have so much time on 
my hands these days and I 
like to keep mentally active." 

The clinical science mas¬ 
ters is the fourth degree for 
the great-grandfather, who 
began his university studies 
in the 1930s with a degree in 
dentistry. 

After a long career as a den¬ 
tist, during which time he be¬ 
came a Doctor of Dental 
Surgery on completion of his 
second degree, Stewart decided 
in his eighties to study law to 
help keep his mind active. 

"As I approached the age 


of 90 I realised that time was 
of the essence and I had bet¬ 
ter get a wriggle on in case I 
didn't make my graduation," 
he said. 

"So I attended extra sum¬ 
mer schools and managed to 
complete the six-year course 
in four-and-a-half years, 
graduating in 2006. Turns out 
I needn't have rushed." 

Stewart, who walks daily 
and meditates regularly, keeps 
his mind alert by reading 
medical textbooks and crime 
novels and playing bridge. 

Stewart, has six children 
and now has 12 grandchil¬ 
dren and six great-grandchil¬ 
dren, is modest about his 
achievements. 

"Oh, it's nothing really, I 
have just been blessed with 
good genes," he said. 

"At this stage of my life I 
truly live one day at a time."

SpaceX boss admits sleep 
elusive before ISS launch 


Elon Musk, the Internet en¬ 
trepreneur and owner of 
SpaceX, which aims to be the 
first private firm to send a 
cargo craft to the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station, admits 
he has a case of pre-launch 
jitters. 

In an interview with AFP, 
Musk described the oft-de¬ 
layed launch of his com¬ 
pany's cargo-loaded Dragon 
spacecraft — now pushed 
back to May 19 — as both 
"exciting" and "extremely 
difficult," and expressed con¬ 
fidence in his team. 

"It's just taking longer 
than expected to analyze all 
the data," Musk told AFP by 
telephone. "We need to make 
sure that the software is 
going to make the right com¬ 
mands and not endanger the 
space station." 

SpaceX made history with 
its Dragon launch in Decem¬ 
ber 2010, becoming the first 
commercial outfit to send a 
spacecraft into orbit and 
back. 

This time, the gumdrop¬ 
shaped Dragon capsule will 
carry 521 kilograms (1,148 
pounds) of cargo for the 
space lab and will also aim to 
return a 660-kilo load to 
Earth. 

The attempt to send the 
spacecraft from Cape 
Canaveral, Florida to the or¬ 
biting research lab has been 


repeatedly delayed, most re¬ 
cently from a planned May 7 
launch date, and earlier on 
April 30. 

The latest delay is to en¬ 
sure that there are no glitches 
in the craft's software.

Growth is the question, reforms are 
the key: EU analysts 


PARIS (AFP) - The contours 
of recession and recovery in¬ 
side the EU will be drawn with 
forecasts this week and a quar¬ 
terly snapshot next week, set¬ 
ting the scene for an informal 
summit on growth likely by 
the end of May. 

The new data, together with 
leading indicators from euro¬ 
zone businesses, will keep fi¬ 
nancial markets on edge, the 
European Central Bank on 
watch and political contro¬ 
versy about austerity versus 
growth on the boil. 

The austerity-growth di¬ 
lemma has come to a head, 
pitching so-called supply-side 
economics, based on sound 
budgets and a drive for effi¬ 
ciency, against calls for extra 
stimulus to counter the drag of 
cutbacks. 
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The stimulus camp got a 
major boost with the election 
as French president yesterday 
of Francois Hollande, who 
made an EU growth pact the 
signature initiative of his cam¬ 
paign. 

"Austerity is a powerful 
medicine," said Berenberg 
Bank economist Holger 
Schmieding. "If applied intel¬ 
ligently, it lays the basis for 
more competitiveness and 
higher growth in the future. 

"But too much of a good 
medicine can weaken the pa¬ 
tient," he noted. 

European Union officials 
issue spring forecasts this 
week, and first-quarter growth 
data possibly showing reces¬ 
sion the following week. 

Leading indicators on Fri¬ 
day signalled that eurozone 
private sector activity conti¬ 
nues to contract, just as 
protests against budgetary re¬ 
forms and appeals for stimulus 
increase in countries undergo¬ 
ing radical structural reforms 
to fight debt. 

The "stimulus measures im¬ 
plemented by the European 
Central Bank have not had a 
lasting impact on the real eco¬ 
nomy", said Chris Williamson, 
chief economist at Markit re¬ 
search firm which published 
the indicators. 

While ensuring that low in¬ 
flation is the ECB’s sole policy 


objective, its chief Mario 
Draghi called Thursday for 
putting "growth back at the 
centre of the agenda". 

But he indicated that a fur¬ 
ther rate cut or special meas¬ 
ures like the massive one 
trillion euro liquidity injection 
which temporarily calmed 
markets are not currently on 
the cards. 

Special ECB action "cannot 
replace ... either fiscal consoli¬ 
dation or reforms as the way 
back to stability," added Draghi. 

However analysts believe 
the ECB may reevaluate its 
stance after the latest batch of 
data. 

"In our view, the May 
round of business surveys will 
be key to assess the risk of 
conventional easing in the 
coming months," said Marco 
Valli at UniCredit. 

Draghi also detailed his 
views on a "growth compact", 
which has become the focus of 
discussion following the sign¬ 
ing in March of the EU’s new 
fiscal compact requiring 
greater budget rigour. 

"There is absolutely no con¬ 
tradiction between a growth 
compact and a fiscal compact," 
he said of the debate between 
growth and austerity. 

Draghi warned that a slow¬ 
down in painful budget cuts 
would "not be very much help" 
in restoring growth. 


Buffett plays down health 
concern, mulled megadeal 


OMAHA, Nebraska - Warren 
Buffett tried to allay fears of 
Berkshire Hathaway Inc share¬ 
holders about the company’s 
future after he was diagnosed 
with prostate cancer, and re¬ 
vealed that he recently tried to 
make one of the biggest acqui¬ 
sitions of his storied career. 

Buffett on Saturday said 
that he recently considered a 
more than $20 billion acquisi¬ 
tion, and would have sold 
some Berkshire stock holdings 
he wanted to keep to get it 
done. 

"I wish we could have 
made it," he said. "It could 
happen. I don’t think it will 
happen." 

Buffett did not name the 
target. A takeover of that mag¬ 
nitude would have been close 
in size to Berkshire’s biggest 
takeover — the $26.5 billion 
purchase of railroad company 


Burlington Northern Santa Fe 
in 2010. 

It would have also dented 
Berkshire’s $37.83 billion cash 
hoard. Buffett said he wants to 
keep $20 billion on hand. 
Berkshire has about 80 opera¬ 
ting units, which sell such 
things as car insurance, che¬ 
micals, clothing, furniture and 
ice cream. 

The question of who will 
succeed Buffett, 81, as chief 
executive became more of an 
imperative after Buffett dis¬ 
closed the diagnosis on April 
17. 

While Buffett called it "a 
really minor event," his early- 
stage prostate cancer was a re¬ 
minder that for all his success 
as an investor and all the plau¬ 
dits he gets, Buffett is mortal 
and would be hard to replace at 
the company he has run since 
1965

Mayweather, 35, said he 
hasn't given up on trying to 
work out a deal on a mega 
fight with Filipino star 
Manny Pacquiao. Their pre¬ 
vious talks have been scuttled 
by a number of issues, in¬ 
cluding the sharing of pay- 
per view revenue and drug 
testing. 

"The fight I was looking to 
fight was against Manny Pac¬ 
quiao," Mayweather said. "I 
don't think the fight would 
happen because of (Pac- 
quiao's promoter) Bob Arum. 

"Let's give the fans what 
they want to see." 

It marked the 20th career 
title fight for Mayweather

MADRID, (AFP)-Blueclay 
courts at the Madrid Masters 
hold no fears for former 
champion Roger Federer, 
with the confident Swiss in¬ 
sisting on Sunday that he will 
be ready for any conditions 
when he begins play in the 
second round. 

Federer, the third seed and 
2009 champion, who beat 
Rafael Nadal to lift that title, 
has had two days of training 
on the experimental — and 
controversial — blue courts 
laid down at the Caja Magica. 

Game day and practice 
sessions are two completely 
different situations, but the 
Swiss is not worried about 
what he might find in the heat 
of battle on the unorthodox 


surface. 

"I've played on it for two 
days, but not on centre 
court," said Federer, back on 
the ATP Tour after more than 
five weeks of holiday rest 
and training. 

"It feels a bit different than 
regular clay. Maybe it's the 
visual aspect. It's been cool 
and rainy so far here. It will 
be interesting to see how it is 
in hot and nice weather. 

Federer will play against 
the winner from a high-volt¬ 
age opening-round tie be¬ 
tween Argentine hard-man 
David Nalbandian and Cana¬ 
dian serving sensation Milos 
Raonic. 

The Swiss said that the 
jury is still out on the blue- 
clay plan put into action by 
the tournament's billionaire 
impresario Ion Tiriac, the 
man who brought catwalk 
models onto court as ball- 
girls in another experiment 
that has paid public relations 
dividends for the ATP-WTA 
Masters 1000.

A Championships 

Barcelona may have con¬ 
ceded their 2011 league title 
to arch-rivals Real Madrid 
last week, but three-time 
FIFA Ballon d'Or winner 
Messi gave Camp Nou a 
boost by pulling ahead of 
Cristiano Ronaldo in the race 
for the league's top scorer 
title. 

Ronaldo scored a goal in 
Real's last-gasp 2-1 win over 
Granada, leaving the Portugal 
striker on 45 league goals, 
five behind Messi with one 
league match remaining. 

ITALY 

Juventus won the Serie A 
title for the 28th time follow¬ 
ing a 2-0 win at Cagliari as 
nearest rivals AC Milan 
crashed 4-2 in their city derby 
against Inter on Sunday. 

That gave Juve an unas¬ 
sailable four-point lead at the 
top with just one game left. 

Mirko Vucinic and a 
Michele Canini own goal 
gave the Old Lady of Turin 
victory in Trieste, where 
Cagliari have been playing 
recent home games. 

Zlatan Ibrahimovic scored 
a brace for Milan but Inter's 
Diego Milito eclipsed him 
with a hat-trick, while 
Maicon put the icing on the 
cake late on with a fine long- 


range strike. 

It was Juve's first title 
since 2003 in the record 
books due to the fact they 
were stripped of their 2005 
and 2006 crowns for match¬ 
fixing. 

GERMANY 

Cologne had their German 
league relegation confirmed 
on Saturday, while Borussia 
Dortmund broke the Bun- 
desliga record for the most 
points in a season with a 4-0 
thrashing of Freiburg. 

Dortmund finished the 
season eight points clear of 
Champions League finalists 
Bayern Munich, and the 
team's second consecutive 
title triumph allowed them to 
break Bayern's long-held 
record of 79 for the most 
points amassed in a season as 
they finished on 81. Dort¬ 
mund also extended their un¬ 
beaten run to 28 games. 

All four Dortmund goals 
came from Poland interna¬ 
tionals as Robert 
Lewandowski netted twice, 
while international team¬ 
mate Jakub Blaszczykowski 
also hit two goals to make it 
4-0 by half-time.

Barcelona star Lionel 
Messi scored all four goals in 


a 4-0 rout of Espanyol on 
Saturday to bring up his half 
century in La Liga and take 
his total goals tally for the 
season to a record-breaking 
72. 

In what was Pep Guardi- 
ola's last home match in 
charge at Camp Nou, Messi 
made sure there was a happy 
ending to what was an emo¬ 
tional night for the home 
fans. 

Thousands had turned out 
with flags and banners pay¬ 
ing tribute to Guardiola and 
what he has achieved for the 
club during his four-year 
spell in charge.
